When the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake community centre 
opened in March, there was a 
room set aside for the young 
people in town—the first ever 
space especially for youth. 

But it was empty. 

Four months later, the youth 
room is furnished and open 
for business. 

All that’s needed is the kids. 

Kevin Thrcotte, the town’s 
program director, began meet¬ 
ing with a group of young peo¬ 
ple in the spring to discuss 
what kind of equipment, fur¬ 
niture and activities would 
draw the youth in town to the 
Anderson Lane community 
centre, and the room specifi¬ 
cally for their needs. 

The Penner Building Centre 
youth room has been nick¬ 
named The Hub by the kids 
who were part of those discus¬ 
sions, says Turcotte. 
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'The Hub' at community centre ready

About 10:15 a.m., mem¬ 
bers of the Niagara 
Regional Police Service, 
Niagara Emergency 

Medical Service and the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Fire Service respond¬ 
ed to reports of a serious 


motor vehicle collision on 
Glendale Avenue at the 
intersection with Taylor 
Road. 

Police investigation at the 
collision scene determined 
that a white 2007 GMC pick¬ 
up truck travelling east col¬ 
lided with a blue 1995 GMC 
pick-up truck going south 
south on Taylor Road. 


The impact caused both 
vehicles to careen out of 
control and end up in the 
south-east corner of the 
Glendale-Taylor Rd. inter¬ 
section. 

The driver of the 1995 
pick-up truck, an 87 year- 
old man from St. 
Catharines, and his passen¬ 
ger a 74 year-old man also

“It is difficult to fathom

York Islanders and most 
recently signed with the 
Ottawa Senators. 


Konopka is just the sec¬ 
ond player in the town’s 
history to have a career in 
the NHL, following in the 
footsteps of Willi Plett, one 
of last year’s Wall of Fame 
recipients.

authority at the town 
applied common sense to a 
problem that has grown 
totally out of hand over the 
last couple of years. 

“In light of the complaint 
and what we found, we will 
have another look at the 
bylaw. There needs to be an 
assessment and an update." 

Again, thank you, Lord 
Mayor. 

There are two issues that 
have been brought to light 


this summer—for the sec¬ 
ond time. They should have 
been resolved when bylaw 
officers first visited Grant in 
2008, and then sent in a 
bush hog to get rid of some 
meadow grass in her back 

First is the need to review 
bylaws that are not only out¬ 
dated but that apparently 
can’t be upheld in court 
because they infringe on the 
rights of property owners— 
as learned by the city of 
Toronto the hard way, and at 
great expense. 

If the town had sent in a 
bush hog for the second 
time as was threatened this 
summer, this time to mow 
down environmentally- 
friendly clover in Grant’s 
back yard, she likely would 
have sued, and won. 

But as expensive as that 
could have been to taxpay¬ 
ers, it would have been at 
least as damaging to the 


town’s reputation as a kind 
and caring community. And 
what would it have said 
about the effectiveness of 
Dave Eke’s quest for “cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction” on his 
watch? 

The second issue may be a 
little more difficult to 
resolve. 

Bylaws such as those that 
dictate property standards 
are enforced only upon 
complaint. That is common 
to most municipalities, 
which don’t have the 
resources to send staff 
around on patrol looking for 
infractions. Nor do they 
want to be heavy-handed 
about such issues unless 
there is concern to neigh¬ 
bours—live and let live, as 
long as nobody complains. 

But sometimes people just 
don’t see eye-to-eye, and 
neighbours turn to bylaws to 
resolve issues that maybe 
would have been better 


dealt with by mediation, 
rather than a threatening 
letter or even more aggres¬ 
sive action. 

For example: how many 
residents with ponds on 
their property have received 
visits from the regional pub¬ 
lic health department? 
Grant has, because her pond 
attracts frogs which are 
noisy at night and disturbing 
to neighbours. Town bylaw 
officers can’t use property 
standards—or even the new 
noise bylaw—to prevent 
frogs from croaking. But 
regional public health offi- 
ciis can check for mosqui¬ 
toes, and did so, because the 
system is structured so that 
if a complaint is lodged, it is 
investigated. Mercifully, 
finding no health issue, they 
decided to leave her alone. 

Town bylaw officers 
showed no such restraint, 
but they may in future, if Eke 
is true to his word. 


“If there's an issue, we deal 
with the issue. But some¬ 
times we may have to sit 
down with the neighbours 
and talk about it. We want 
resolution, not an ongoing 
dispute. We want customer 
satisfaction, not a heavy- 
handed response.” 

He agreed that in this case, 
it appears the town listened 
to the complaint of one 
neighbour and hit the other 
with a hammer. 

“I would say from my per¬ 
spective we have to look at 
bylaws with the ultimate 
goal of coming to a resolu¬ 
tion with both parties. We 
have to focus on a satisfacto¬ 
ry solution, a positive out- 

While that may at times be 
elusive, it is important, as 
Eke realizes, to approach a 
problem with that intent, 
and that’s a long way from 
letters threatening bush 
hogs.

Town in the Northwest 
Coast of Ireland. Sligo liter¬ 
ally translates as 'place of 
shells’ as the ancient resi¬ 
dents had a huge appetite 
for shellfish and remains of 
them can be found all over 
the area, which was the 
inspiration for the famous 
writer William Butler Yeats. 

Finan earned his degree 


from the Sligo Institute of 
Technology and received 
the National Council for 
Educational Awards in 
Technical Design and pur¬ 
sued studies in drawing and 
painting at the National 
College of Art and Design in 
Dublin. 

In his early career, he 
explored the architectural 
landscape of Ireland and 
completed many commis¬ 
sions for the City of Sligo of 
historic buildings, court¬ 
houses and churches. 

He also specialized in her¬ 
itage design and sign writing 
and was awarded the 
European Cultural and 
Heritage Award for Design. 
His lettering can still be seen 
today over the doors and 
windows of Sligo’s pubs, 
bookstores, bars and retail 
shops. 

Finan came to Toronto in 
1987, eventually settling in 


Guelph, and continued to 
produce his own drawings 
and paintings, primarily in 
classical style, using char¬ 
coal, conte, pencil, and 

He has won numerous 
awards and has had his work 
shown in renowned gal¬ 
leries in several countries. 

About the pumphouse 
exhibition, Finan says, "I feel 
it is important that the series 
be shown in a place where 
the writers’ literature is hon¬ 
oured and kept alive. I feel 
that through die experience 
of seeing the portraits, peo¬ 
ple can increase their under¬ 
standing of the struggles 
that writers experience in 
bringing their thought and 
feelings to the page and 
stage."

his work.

An international busker 
festival coming to St. 
Catharines next weekend 
promises some crazy, zany, 
thrilling entertainment as 
some of the best street artists 
from around the world per¬ 
form more than 100 unforget¬ 
table acts for crowds on 
downtown streets. 

But first, organizers are 
presenting an opportunity to 
get “up close and personal” 
to these awesome entertain¬ 
ers during an evening at 
Jackson Triggs Winery, with 
contortionists, jugglers, 
magicians, acrobats and 
more performing on the 


grounds. 

The festival preview 
includes gourmet vineyard 
food stations, with dessert 
served in the amphitheatre 
behind the winery. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
Kelly Daniels and Ric Reid of 
Lyndesfame Theatre Projects 
began working on bringing 
top street entertainment to 
Niagara more than a year ago. 
They received support—both 
logistical and financial—from 
the city of St. Catharines, with 
the expectation that the six- 
stage festival on closed-off

The Shaw Festival’s On The 
Rocks is a story about a prime 
minister facing tough issues, 
including high unemploy¬ 
ment rates and a lack of faith 
the citizens have in their 
politicians. 

The play originally written 
by Bernard Shaw was reinter¬ 
preted by Michael Healey and 
directed by Joseph Ziegler for 
the festival's 50th season. 


Although the play has its 
comical moments, the laughs 
are quick and short to relieve 
the tension of intense dia- 

On the Rocks mirrors cur¬ 
rent economic times with the 
possibility of an recession 
looming for its characters. 

It is about the choices 
made by political leaders that 
affect the country—England 
is suffering from a high 
unemployment rate and a 
growing discontentment 
among its citizens because of 
a lack of leadership. 

It takes place in the cabinet 
room at 10 Downing Street in 
London —the chief of police 
and the home secretary have 
come to speak to the prime 
minister, to see if he has gone 


Leading up to the meeting, 
the prime minister had given 
a speech to the angry and 
unemployed gathered out¬ 
side his home—a speech dif¬ 
ferent from any other he had 
given, which is why questions 
of his sanity are raised. 

Faced with the strong pos¬ 
sibility of a revolt from citi¬ 
zens frustrated with the econ¬ 
omy, the prime minister is 
shocked into taking action. 

Instead of spouting empty 
promises, he has a political 
epiphany—he proposes real 
changes to every part of the 
government and real leader¬ 
ship to the citizens of 
England. 

Played by Peter Krantz, the 
prime minister realizes he 


wants to bring about change 
to deal with unemployment 
and the high cost of living. 
But he begins to face the 
repercussions of his revolu¬ 
tionary speech from fellow 
politicians, important busi¬ 
ness contacts and even his 
own family members.

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Role reversal in class-conscious Britain 
in J.M. Barrie’s Admiral Crichton

It's a desert island adven¬ 
ture with underlying com¬ 
mentary about social class. 

The Admirable 

Crichton—written by J.M. 
Barrie and directed by 
Morris Panych—tells the 
story of what would happen 
if a spoiled family of aristo¬ 
crats, along with their but¬ 
ler and a maid, were 
stranded on a desert island. 

The play, written in 1902, 
deals with the social class 
in Britain where there is a 
strong distinction between 
a master and his butler. The 
play is a not-so-subde com¬ 
mentary about an earl who 
believes in equality only 
when it suits him. His but¬ 
ler—Crichton, played by 
Steven Sutcliffe— finds 
these views horrifying - 


believing that everyone has 
a place and should follow 
the rules of society. 

When roles are reversed, 
hilarity ensues as Crichton 
becomes the master— 
Admirable Crichton. 

The aristocrat family 
doesn’t know how to hunt, 
how to start a fire or how to 
take care of themselves—it 
is Crichton who takes care 
of family and helps them to 
survive two years on the 
island. 

Crichton reigns supreme, 
dressing in a crown and 
cape made of items found 
around the island. 

The set, which is visually 
stimulating with bright 
colours, was well-thought 
out and carefully crafted, 
creating an imaginary 
world which can only exist 
in dreams. 

As the ship—carrying its 
passengers on what was 
supposed to be a three- 
month vacation—crashes, 
the scene is acted out 
through song and dance 


and carefully-constructed 
props shaped like waves. 

What stands out the most 
during the Shaw Festival 
production are the narra¬ 
tors who talk to the audi¬ 
ence while all of the action 
is taking place. 

As the story unfolds, the 
play is narrated by animals 
such as The Crow, played 
by Heather McGuigan, The 
Wolf, played by Billy Lake, 
and The Crane, played by 
Jonathon Tan. 

These narrators provide 
song and dance, and the 
link between the audience 
and the characters. 

Dressed in pinstripe 
suits, they speak directly to 
the audience, asking ques¬ 
tions and explaining the 
action happening on stage, 
making the viewers feel as 
if they are part of the con¬ 
versation and drawing 
them into the story. 

They also interact with 
the characters in the play— 
sometimes scaring them, 
teasing them, or watching

Children’s Program 
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Hydro company warns residents about possible energy scam 


Residents have 
complained of 
receiving calls 
about a device 
that can reduce 
energy consump¬ 
tion by 30 per cent. 



It's tempting to believe 
in products that can save 
money on hefty energy 
bills. 

But residents should be 
on the look-out for possible 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hydro has received com¬ 
plaints from its customers 
about Hydro Bill Saver, a 
company that is phoning 
residents and offering a 
product that plugs into an 
outlet and promises to 
reduce energy consump¬ 
tion by 30 per cent. 

“Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hydro is not aware of any 
device that can save power 
by plugging a device in the 
wall as described in these 
phone calls,” says Brodie 
Mosher, a program admin¬ 
istrator for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hydro. 

He says the product is 
being offered for $199. 

“We began receiving 
phone calls about two to 
three weeks ago from con¬ 
cerned customers who 
received strange phone 
calls from Hydro Bill Saver 
offering this product that 
supposedly reduces energy 
consumption." 

The program manager 
says manyofNOTLHydro’s 
customers were confused 


and concerned when they 
reported these calls. 

“I spoke to a few cus¬ 
tomers and they weren’t 
sure if this product was 
legit.” 

Mosher says there have 
been enough complaints 
to make him feel it's impor¬ 
tant to alert the communi¬ 
ty- 

"Every representative 
we have has spoken to at 
least one customer about 
this issue. We have had 
quite a few complaints 
come in, even a bunch on 
Thursday before the holi¬ 
day weekend." 

He says NOTL Hydro is 
unsure whether Hydro Bill 
Saver is an actual compa¬ 
ny—he hasn't been able to 
find any information on 
the product or the compa¬ 
ny.

energy consumption there 
are many ways to do so, 
which include using a 


power bar, a programma¬ 
ble thermostat to control 
temperatures in the home 
during the day, using 
incandescent light bulbs 
and replacing old fridges 
and freezers with more 
energy efficient ones.

I’m mentoring them to 
help build up the sport and 
get more people into ATV 

At 45, Goertz says he’s the 
old man in the sport when 

"These guys weren’t even 
bom when I started racing. 
They're all 24 and under. But 
I can still beat the young 
kids.” 

He began racing ATVs in 
1983. Before that it was 
snowmobiles, when the local 
Kinsmen use to hold drag 
races at Niagara District 


Secondary School. So racing 
has been in his blood for a 
long time— and he’s not 
ready to quit any time soon. 

With a break at the 
Welland raceway until the 
September Fall Classic, in a 
season he already has sewn 
up with points, his next 
immediate step is a Belleville 
competition at the Quinte 
Raceway this Saturday. 

He’s raced there before, 
against a different group of 
riders than the ones he 
meets in Welland, and 
remains undefeated at that 
event—a record he hopes to 
keep after this weekend.
